At 8 o'clock Friday morning Mr. Folk 
was aroused from his slumbers to receive 
a telephone message. Instead of bringing 
information as to Lee’s whereabouts and 
plans, it brought word that all trace of 
Lee had been lost within 100 miles of Kan- 
sas City, and that persons who searched 
the train at various county seats more 
distant from Kansas City did not find the 
elusive lieutentant-governor on the train. 
The train on which Lee traveled was 
bound for Chicago. He could have changed 
cars at Roodhouse, IIll., however, and ar- 
rived in St. Louis Friday morning. He 
could also have left the train at Centralia, 
Mexico, Louisville or several other points 
and switched to other roads that would 
carry him out of the state or bring him to 
St. Louis. 


Folk Thinks 
Lee Far Away. 


“IT have no reason to think it likely that 
Lee has returned to 8t. Louis,’’ said Mr 
Folk Friday morning. “He certainly 
knows he is wanted here, and he has cer- 
tainly shown no disposition to come here.” 
Mr. Folk does not hesitate to express his 
disappointment over Lee’s escape from 
Jefferson City without being served. Mr. 
Folk sent a subpena to Sheriff Smith and 
had given a biank subpena to Attorney- 
General Crow. 

When Crow called him up on the long 
distance telephone Thursday night the cir- 
cult attorney asked him why he did not 
fill out the blank sgubpena and serve it on 
the Heutenant-governor. 

“Gen. Crow said that he had a talk with 
Lee, that he understood fully that he was 
wanted in St. Louis and promised posi- 
tively to go there,”’ said Mr. Folk. “He 
promised so positively, Gen. Crow said, 
that he did not think it necessary to serve 
him. Gen. Crow expressed surprise that 
he did not keep his promise.” 

The attorney-general is coming in for a 
certain amount of criticism in this connec- 
tion. It is pointed. out that he is responsi- 
ble for letting Kelley get away by wiring 
to New York to have him arrested before 
the papers on which to hold the prisoner 
could be sent there.

Dr. Gartrell was nearly 70 years old. Iie 
was six feet tall, very erect, wore a long 
flowing white beard and looked dike a 


patriarch. 


During the winter of 1900 Gartrell lived 
in Kansas City. About March 1 he met D. 
B. Donegan, a 7 miner, whe had just 
returned from lorado., 

Donegan wanted to go to Oklahoma and 
had purchased a wagon and team and 
pected to leave Kansas City March 20. 
was alone and asked the Gartreils to go 
with him. This they censented to do and 
the party left Kansas City fer Oklahoma, 
as previously arrang he weatuer be- 
came cold, and, according to Gartrell's 
story, he and Donegan had frequent quar- 
rels. On March 2, 1901, they siop ata 
log cabin on Mulberry creek, in the west- 
ern part of Bates County, and about 100 
miles south of Kansas City. The night was 
cold and they bullt a fire in the middle 
of the cabin. Donegan made his bed on the 
north side of the cabin, where the wall 
was solid. 

The next morning when William Gartrell 
awoke he was horrified to find that Done- 
an had been murdered. The miner’s head 
hag been split with an ax. 

e Gartrellg wrapped Donegan’s body in 
a sack, put it in the wagon and went south 
toward the creek. When they reached the 
creek they took Donegan’s body out of the 
wagon, went up the stream a short dis- 
tance and threw the body into the water. 

Then the Gartrells drove south a few 
miles to Myhart, a small station on the 
St. Louls & Emporia. read. There they 
met C. L. Baker and asked him if he 
knew of any one they could leave their

Oriental religions; of the Hindoo woman 
who thought she was doi God’s_ will 
when she threw her baby to the croco- 


diles in the river Ganges; of the ons 
who have been crushed beneath the wheels 
of the juggernaut. Then he told of how 
he had been puzzled in his boyhood about 
different religious sects of Christianity 
pulling against each other. He told about 
Joshua commanding the sun to stand still. 
He oted to the clergyman a text from 
the Lible in which it was said that Chris- 
tians might be bitten by serpents and 
might swallow poison and yet be not 
harmed. 

‘“‘Now, you take a dose of prussic acid 
and see if it won’t shake your faith in 
your orthodoxy,” he said to the clergy- 
man. 

For a half hour he talked, calmly, in- 
teiligently, in a low voice, oe from 
religious works, and all the e smoking 
his cigarette. At the end he said: 

“T am going to die as I have lived. I 
shail not ask God to forgive me, because 
I have done nothing for which I need 
forgiveness.

I made up my mind that if I could not 
have her no one else would. I made up 
my mind to kill her and then kill my- 
self. I didn’t think about pun‘shment 
or hell. I just knew that I had to kill 
her and I did. It wasn't wrong for me 
to kill her, because I couldn't help it. 
I*knew, of course, that it was against 
the law, but what did I care about law 
when I loved her so that I would lay 
down my life for her?’ 

Taylor said he had written a book, 
which was in the hands of his brother, 
Charles Taylor, and was to be published 
after his death. 

“In that book,” he said, “I have told 
in full the story of my life and the kill- 
ing and also my religious views. It is 
written intelligently and will interest 
the public, I believe.”

The ‘‘rosin- 
backs” begin to pad around the ring in 
the old familiar way. The woman makes 
a little run and leaps upom the back of 
one, the man takes the other. They are 
the celebrated bareback riders who will 


preek. They go about their business in a 
very matter-of-fact way. There is no pos- 
ing, no blowing of kisses—just straight 
‘business. 

In another ring four menage horses are 
deing a cake walk.

St, Louis Ranks Fifth With 
1596 “Separated” 
Persons.

WASHINGTON, April 17.~—There are now 
1,535 dtvorced people in the United States, 
of whem 2,206 are women and 18,284 are 
men. The reasen for such an excess of 
women ts explained on the theory that di- 
vorced men are more apt to remarry than 
divorced women. There are very few cities 
in which the number ef divorced men is 
greater or even equal to the number of 
women, Omaha is the most conspicuous, 
for among its inhabitants are 4$ men and 
236 women whe have been separated from 
their conjugal mates by the courts. 
Chicago is the champion divorce city. St. 
Leuis is fifth in the list. It has had that 
reputation for a long time, and although 
the 4341 diverced people who reside there 
may not have been separated by the lecal 
courts, they have nevertheless chosen it as 
a@ place of residence, and they number more 
than twice as many as are feund in New 
York. Certain ether cities have a similar 
distinotion, although they are not as con- 
spicueus as Chicago.

EVADING THE GRANDJURIES. 
Iieutenant-Governor John A. Lee has sneaked away—a fugitive 
from public opinion and from the necessity of testifying before 
the St. Louis grandjury. 

The conduct of Lieutenant-Governor John A. Lée ts incompre- 

hensible from any reputable standpoint. Possessing knowledge 
of corrupt dealing in the Legislature over which he presided— 
knowledge which he kept locked in his breast until forced out 
of him by aepublic prosecutor—he is singularly averse to giving 
information to the grandjuries now engaged in investigating leg- 
islative corruption. 
When he was wanted in Jefferson City he went to Kansas City. 
When, after going to Jefferson City and pleading illness as an 
excuse for being spared the strain of testifying before the Cole 
County grandjury, he is wanted in 8t. Louis to testify before the 
St. Louis grandjury he goes to Kansas City, saying that he must 
find a quiet place to rest. 
Instead of conferring with the prosecutors who are trying to 
uncover corruption and punish bribers and boodlers, he has con- 
ferred with the men implicated in bribery and boodling and is 
evading the prosecutors. 
What influence induced him to become a fugitive from a grand- 
jury summons? 
Lee's flight is a confession either that he is indictable or that he 
has information which, if given to the grandjury, would indict 
others whom he wishes to protect. 
Not only in the case of Lieutenant-Governor Lee, but tn the 
cases of other men accused of wrongdoing or whose testimony is 
sought by the grandjuries, the situation is remarkable. They 
are seized with the desire to travel and to confer with their as- 
sociates. They are running about the state talking with other 
politicians who are suspected of corruption. There is a fever of 
activity and secret conferring among the legislators, lobbyists 
and politicians. : 
Why is not the investigation brought to a practical result? 
Why the delay in indicting accused men and putting them in 
prison?
